ed for the wild beast, not for civilized men. 
The heat during the day, and extreme cold 
of the nights, added to the malaria peculiar to 
that region, renders the service there arduous 
and destructive to life and health. Nowhere 
on the line from Washington to Kansas do 
our brave soldiers have to undergo such hard- 
ships, and nowhere are they so badly provid- 
ed with Lents and clothing. It is monstrous 
injustice to these gallant men — while the bat- 
talions around Washington are comfortable, 
us they should be, and doing nothing, these 
brave follows are not only made to endure 
fatigues, sonsequent upon the natural state of 
the country, but must enduro additional suf- 
ferings for want of sufficient clothing to 
shield them from the weather, at the same 
time that great quantities of it are rotting in 
the boxes on the Kanawha. Vet nobody is 
to blame. Will the day ever come when jus- 
tice shall be meted out to those who thus de- 
fraud the poor soldier of his just rights? 

To go back to our subject: the hospitals 
here arc crowded to excess, and, unless great 
care is taken, typhus fever may spread among 
our citizens. The ladies of Gallipolis, with 
that sympathy for suffering humanity for 
which they are proverbial, crowd to the hos- 
pital to render any assistance possible to these 
men, regardless of their own danger. The 
spirit in which it is done is commendable. 
The policy of it is doubtful. The hospitals, 
we know, are poorly furnished with nurses or I 
cooks; indeed, none at all. The physicians ' 
are doing their utmost, but what can two 
men, skillful as they are, effect among so 
many? Government ought at once provide 
nurses and cooks, plenty of whom can be 
hired in town — poor persons, who would be 
glad to earn a living by it. Is'o one, however, 
seems authorized to employ them, and our 
women must do it. or see these men languish 
and die. Hospital stores are needed. The 
men did not have tin cups even to contain 
their coffee, until the- ladies raised a collec- 
tionand bought several dozen. Yet, a Post 
Quartermaster is in Gallipolis with large 
army stores under his charge, with authority 
to give these men their coffee, but no cups to 
drink from. J»o body to blame, of course.

into the war, he was induced to take the ' 
second command under Col. Geary. He is 
what is called a " Due man, " and is also class- 
ed as a fine soldier.

Campaign Ended in Western Virginia. 

It appears to be the general belief, says the 
Wheeling Intelligencer, that the campaign in 
Western Virginiu is virtually ended. Kosc- 
crans has fallen back and taken a position on 
tho Charleston and Lewi-burg turnpike, a 
short distance above the junction of New and 
Gauley rivers. The rebel army appears also 
to have retired toward Lewi-burg. The roads 
are represented as having become so bad in 
that region as to render military transporta- 
tion next to impossible, and that, of course, 
renders any important army movement im- 
practicable, for a time at least. There ought 
to be a month of good weather yet, however, 
and in that time something might and ought 
j t<> be done, for we take it that the bad roads at 
; this juncture arc occasioned by the heavy rains 
| a week or two back, and will soon be solid 
again. The real difficulty, we think, is that 
Rosecrans' division is not strong enough to act 
on the offensive, and it is not regarded judi- 
I cious to advance too far into the enemy's 
; country at this season of the year, when a rain 
storm might at any time stop transportation, 
without a forco sufficient to meet any that 
might be brought against it. If the army of

very shortly, it will have to content itself for 
the remainder of tho season with acting on the 
defensive. Thi9 will not be an arduous service. 
The rebels havo been singularly unfortunate 
in all their undertakings against Western 
Virginia, and they will trouble us no more this 
winter. — Cincinnati Gazette, Oct. '24th. 



Up to the present moment the operatives 
of England qave manifested a patience and 
resignation deserving of all praise. But will 
it be always so? Hunger is a bad counsel- 
lor. Will there not be a fatal hour — an hour 
of despair — when there will bo no more re- 
flection ? 

We hope that thecrisis maybe averted, and 
that Providence will not permit this terrible 
trial to reach its worst limits. 

While the American planters may be able 
to send new supplies to the markets of Liver- 
pool, or the crops of India and South Ameri- 
ca may make up the deficiency, it is impossi- 
ble to observe the spectacle which England 
presents without reflecting on the history of 
the last twelve years. 

After the revolution of 18-18, when social- 
ism, exciting the popular passions, exaggerat- 
ed the rights and the powers of the masses, 
it seemed that all law, all rules, would disap- 
pear before their sovereign will. The aspi- 
rants for popularity seemed to recognize but 
one law — the caprice of the multitude — 
and every objection disappeared before these 
words " the people will it. " 

Sincerely liberal men maintained that 
liberty carried responsibility with it, and 
that, to be free, it was necessary to know, to 
accept not only of one's own faults, but also of 
the evil chances from which no one can 
escape in this world, neither nulious nor in- 
dividuals. 

Industrial and commercial crises are among 
foreseen evils. In our country much has been 
done through foresight. The precaution of 
the Government has founded the bank for in- 
valid civilians, encouraged and developed the 
institution of the Aid Societies, and directed 
the ideas of the people to principles of econo- 
my. This impulse once given nevtr stops. 
It is possible to foresee a period — nnd that 
period is not distant — when these crises will 
be no longer formidable. Foresight will 
draw something from the years of abundance, 
and misery will be nothing more than a 
menace continually suspended over tho head 
of the operative. 

The inevitable stoppage of the English 
mills seems to come expressly to confound 
human pride, and to reply to the senseless 
utopists who would take root on British soil, 
after having vainly tried to establish them- 
selves in France. The power of the masses 
is of no avail against a compulsory stoppage 
of the mills. The necessary material is ab- 
sent, and it is impossible to accuse the manu- 
facturers of imprudence. They have done 
everything that was in their power, and have 
sought for cotton in every place where there 
was any hope of rinding it. 

The means by which the anger of the mass- 
ei is manifested — emeutes, agitations, de- 
mands — cannot produce any kind of result in 
this case. Tho masses are powerful to.des- 
troy. They cannot found anything, except 
a thoughtful genius organiaes it for them, 
or a sovereign intelligence directs it. With- 
out this the people b chaos — with it they arc 
the world. 



\ 1. lie it enacted by the General Assembly 
I of the Coynmonuealth of Kentucky. That it 
shall be unlawful for any one to sell to any

I 2. This act to take effect from its pas- 
sage. 

Approved October 3, 1801. 
The attention of all civil nnd military offi- 
cers of this Commonwealth is earnestly direct- 
ed to the provisions of this statute ; a rigid 
enforcement of its provisions is demanded by 
every friend of tho soldier, and is indispen- j 
sable to the public peace.

Headquarters Kentucky Militia. 

Adjutant General's Ofjice, 1 
Frankfort, Oct. 18, 1861. / 
THE public service demands thit the gal- 
lant men who have tendered their icrvices to 
j their State and Government, and »re now in 
camp, shall be put into active ser-ice in tho 
field at the earliest day possible. 

It is now, therefore, ordered, by the direc- 
tion of the Military Board, that all compa- 
nies, parts of companies, independent, or at- 
j tached to any regiment now forming within 
this Commonwealth, not having the mini- 
I mum number of privates, (Infantry 64, Cav- 
; airy 56,) on the 10th day of November next, 
will be brought together and consolidated Id- 
| to companies with a view to a prompt organ- 
| ization of the companies into regiments, ac- 
I cording to the provisions of acts of the Gen- 
i era! Assembly of the State. 

Orders for consolidating fractional compa- 
j nics will be made with a view as far as may 
be practicable, of associating together men 
! enlisted in the same neighborhood. 

All persons authorized to raise companies 
| or regiments will report from day to day the 
! number of men enlisted by them respectively, 
J reporting only such as are actually in camp or 
, quarters, and sicorn into service. 

The order for consolidating the fractional 
companies will be made on the returns from 
I recruiting officers, dated 10th November, 
1861. 

A failure for three consecutive days to re- 
port the number of men in camp, as directed 
by this order, will be considered as an aban- 
donment of the post by the officer in charge, 
and the authority given him to recruit will 
be at once cancelled, nnd another will be as- 
signed to his place.

An Ice-Cavern in the Alps— Subterranean Won- 
ders. 

A contributor to Temple Bar gives a full 
description of the huge ico-cavern of the 
Sehafloeh in Switzerland — a wonderful place 
which no traveler, he fays, lias explored, 
and at the horrors of which the Swiss peasan- 
try are terribly frightened. Its position is 
thus indicated : 

'•Lying high back from the lake of Thun is 
the Justis-Thal, a narrow valley of singular 
grandeur and wildness. On either side walls 
of rock tower perpendicularly two or three 
thousand feet; a gushing stream pours with 
giddy roar through its very heart; a strag- | 
gling chalet may be met with here and there i 
at long intervals; whilst huge boulders, torn i 
by the action of time from the mountain I 
ridges, strew the few grassy spots in what it j 
seems paradoxical to call a plain, and which 
afford scanty pasture to a drowsy flock of; 
goats and cows. Hut the most remarkable ■ 
phenomenon of this sacred valley is the I 
Sehafloeh, a huge ice-cavern, bored, as it wero, \ 
in the solid rock nine hundred feet above the I 
level of the valley, and apparently inaccessi- 
ble to human approach. Neither the peas- 
ants of the village nor the mountaineers : 
could give any account of the interior." 

There was but one man in the valley who 
could act as a guide to this out-of-the-way 
spot, and ho had visited it but once; yet the 
traveler engaged his services, under condi- ' t 
tions. "I will leave my wife and children in ! 
pledge with the syndic," said the. guide, "if 
I don t bring you back safe." The bargain | 
was struck and the small party set forth. 
Here is the account of the expedition : 
A Desolate Scene. 

After a few hours' ascent we wended our j 
way through what seemed to be a natural I 
gateway of the mountain, and suddenly con- ; 
fronted the valley of the Justis-Th.il. A 
new scene now opened before us. A small ! 
plateau lay at our feet, which presented a ' 
scene of desolation it would be as difficult to 
forget as it would be to describe. The rocks ' 
of Linton may afford a faint idea of it. But ! 
in addition to tho mighty boulders which j 
seemed scattered about by the hands of giants, 
or the sons of Anak, struggling in an angry 
mood, it was evident that the spot had once , 
been a forest. Some pines, towering a hun- 
dred feet, still stood erect; others had been 
snapped off midway, and their lofty heads 
drooped downwards to the earth; others, 
again, lay prone on the ground, singly, or 
huddled together like corpses on a battle- 
field. But the most extraordinary phenome- 
non was their trunks and branches, which 
had been literally stripped of their bark. 
Some were black, as though scarred by light- j 
ening; others were already converted into 
the softest touchwood, which crumbled into j 
dust on the least handling. Every where the I 
melancholy signs of decay and desolation I 
presented themselves ; and it required no 
stretch of the fancy to make us imagine we 
had reached the outskirts of nature. 

A Puzzle 

After admiring this magnificent view for a 
time, we determined to move on. Tho ques- \ 
tion, however, was, which way were we to go? ] 
Johann admitted that he was now out of his 
latitude and longitude. The cavern might be | 
in tho perpendicular rock immediately below : 
us; or it might be to the left; it was impossi- j 
ble to be to the right. Since leaving Sigriswyl, 
we had not seen a single individual, not even I 
a woodman or a goat-herd; so it was impossi- 
ble to appeal for information to a human j 
creature. However, the face of tho rocks on I 
the other side of tho valley were familiar to | 
the guide, and by comparing the positions of I 
certain prominences in relation to tho Schaf- 
loch, he came to the conclusion that it lay to 
the left. To the left, therefore, wo turned, 
and srossing the sylvan Golgotha already de- 
scribed, and descending a little, we came up- : 
on the face of the mountain, about live bun- j 
dred feet from its summit. 

The Sehafloeh. 

At this point tho Sehafloeh was full in view, j 
a mile or more in front of us; but how was it 1 
to be reached? Thero was no beaten track: 
the rock wa9 almost perpendicular; tho sur- 1 
face crumbled beneath our feet at every step, 
and the slightest mishap would precipitate us 
■ thousand feet into the valley beneath. I 
was not disposed, however, to turn back. 
We embarked upon the crumbling debris, the ! 
dust of ages, and sank at once deeper than our 
ankles in the stony detritus. At every step, j 
n mass of this uncomfortable and instable ter- 
rain was set in motion, and it was scarcely I 
possible to prevent ourselves moving down- 
ward with it. Occasionally the force of this 
sliding mass would communicate a locomotive 
impetus to a huge boulder, when might bo 
heard a sound of something leaping and dash- 
ing from point to point, crashing through 
brakes and brambles of the branches of trees, 
and at length plunging with a voice of thun- 
der into some cryptic chasm, there to rest 
itself till doomsday. I bad, however, learnt 
to walk the mountain-side; and notwithstand- ! 
ing tho almost insurmountable difficulties of 
tho track we had to traverse. I contrived by 
the use of the alpenstock, which served as a 
kind of Blondin s balancing-pole, as well as 
the cxerciso of a nervous caution, to reach the 
entrance of tho cavern. Johann followed at 
a respectable interval, so as to let tho crumb- 
ling earth settle before planting foot upon it 
again. But it was found I had disturbed the 
surface deep enough to render tho path for 
Johann comparatively easy and secure/ The 
last few pace9, however, were the most haz- 
ardous, for the Sehafloeh was guarded by two 
projections of rock, to which I had to cling 
with my hands, and around which I had to 
swing myself. No sooner had we set foot on 
the edge of the cavern than we opened our 
little store, and took out a flask of wine — ray 
favorite Cahors. Congratulating myself and 
country on the success of my enterprise, I 
planted a diminutive Union Jack on an over- 
hanging pinnacle of rock at tho entrance of 
the Sehafloeh. 

The Ante-Chamber. 

Immediately before me was an ante-cham- 
ber, running, as well as I can compute, some 
seventy or eighty feet back from the front of 
the precipice. The entrance might be thirty 
feet high, by forty wide, the roof rising in- 
ternally like a domed vault, until another 
twenty feet was added to tho height. This 
natural vestibule was sufficiently lighted from 
without to require no torch; but as wo ad- 
vanced inward, the gloom gradually deepen- 
ed. On the left was the real cavern, the co- 
lossal hall, which 1 had come to see. Yet, 
how was it to be approached ? The thresh- 
hold for fifty feet or so was strewn with 
rough pavement of splintered rock, the sharp 
edges of which cut like the blade of a knife; 
or huge boulders, so smooth and slippery 
with perennial damp, that it was almost im- 
possible to scramble over them; or perhaps a 
hugo quadrangular slab, polished as a glass 
mirror, on a gradient of fifteen or twenty de- 
grees, invited the foot only to betray. Added 
to this, after the first few steps, the light of 
day becamo extinguished, and the eye rested 
upon a vista of Cimmerian darkness, through 
which the vision could not penetrate, but 
from whose cold depth gushed a stream of icy 
air, chilling the body, and making mo grate- 
ful for tho wrapper which Johann had per- 
sisted in bringing. 

A Slide into the Abyss. 

At this point we lit our lamps, and com- 
menced groping our way slowly and painful- 
ly over the Bbarp fliut-iiko dabri»\ which con- 



stituted the floor of this 'Inferno." Mostly 
on hands and knees, rarely erect, we travers- 
ed this stony slough of despond, hoping that 
every step would land us on level ground. 
Vain hope! only new obstructions, new diffi- 
culties, new perils were to arise. At the ex- 
tremity of the first plateau the ground made 
a rapid descent, not rough and rigid, not 
sharp and cutting ns hitherto, as though so 
many stilettoes were stuck handle downward 
in the ground, or the surface strewn with 
broken l>ottles, but smooth and glacial. In 
fact at this line the region of ice began, and 
we had to descend the side of a cylinder, as it 
were, over which water had been thrown — 
water which had frozen as soon as it touched 
the surface. Like Canadians over a rapid, 
Johann and myself yielded to the force of cir- 
cumstances, and trusting ourselves to the 
treacherous decline, glided down, holding our 
lamps as best we could, and using our alpen- 
stocks as safety-drags. 

It was necessary to use great caution, for in 
the vague obscurity beyond we could define 
neither space nor limit ; the fall might lead 
to an abyss into w hich, without warning and 
quick as thought, we should be engulfed for- 
ever. The story of tho calamity of our 
deaths might be noised abroad, and made the 
theme of innumerable epistles in homo and 
continental journals by alpine tourists, but 
who would be able to point out the locality of 
the catastrophe, or know whereto look for! 
our remains i 1 must confess to a monicn- | 
tary hesitation, to a beating heart, to a nerv- 
ous tremor, as we launched ourselves, like 
Columbus, upon this unknown, invisable sea 
of ice. It was, however, but a transient 
feeling. The " rapid " was ventured, and in 
a few moments we were at the foot of this 
miniature precipice. 

.4 Splendid Scene. 
Now opened upon us in the deep gloom a 
splendid scene. Not many feet beyond us 
blazed innumerable stars, which glistened like 
spangles or diamonds in the ebon horizon. 
Wherever the light of our lamps fell, a rain- 
bow radiance illuminated a little sphere, 
which twinkled and sparkled like the planets 
on a dark December night. From the roof 
to the ground this brilliant galaxv of stars ; 
continued in a brokon. but not less beautiful, j 
chain. Place a piece of phosphorus in a ray- 1 
less room, watch the pretty coruscations of 
the glow-worm on n sylvan bank in June, | 
when the warm sun has long set, multiply ■ 
tho effect a thousandfold, and then you 
may conceive something of the witchery of 

the picture of which we were witiu I, 

All the loveliness of this ice scene, or all its 
terrors, however, were not yet exhausted. 
Johann, who seemed to understand how to set 
tho cavern off to the best advantage, now lit 
up a score or two of tapers, which we bad 
brc light with us, and adroitly arranging them 
in the different nooks, enabled me to form an 
estimate of the magnificence ofthe Sehafloeh. 
We were now fairly in the interior. How, 
then shall I describe it ? Many of my readers 
have seen stalactite caves, with their clammy, 
chalk-like pendants. But the recollection of 
these caves will afford but a faint conception 
ofthe scene I should liko to pencil. From 
tho roof the water had evidently oozed down 
from tfme immemorial. Its fall, however, 
had been arrested by an icy hand, even at the 
roof; as fresh streams from the rock above 
penetrated through and trickled over the con- 
gealed surface, icicles grew and grew until 
they reached the ground, but instead of fall- 
ing perpendicularly to the floor, they formed 
outward and bent inward. Interlacing these 
props, as it were, of a structure built from the 
top, frozen bands, or branches which inter- 
sected each other, created the most perfect 
trellis-work, or, more properly speaking, the 
most delicate filngree-work. 

The result was a scene of real enchantment, 
and I seemed transported, as in a dream, into 
the midst of an eastern paradise. Kiosks, 
with innumerable minarets, or pavillions, or 
painted pagodas, or what you will, rose before j 
me, vanishing away in tho purest crystal. 
Johann likened the view to a pine-grove clad , 
in snow ; but the illustration was feeble. It i 
might have been better to have described it | 
as a Gothic cathedral, the pillars in the cave 
being concentrated of glass, and lit up f r om 
the interior; but even this similitude is faint 
and imperfect. 

Subterranean Streams. 
We passed upwards of thirty of these sub- 
terranean temples, and then a rayless void 
loomed upon us. The ground became more 
and more step, and it was with difficulty we 
could prevent ourselves from losing all con- 
trol over our locomotion. Johann's experi- 
enced ear, too, caught a sound of dripping 
water, and he communicated to me his sus- 
picions that there was danger ahead. We 
paused and listened. Drip. drip, drip — tho 
drops fell at intervals, but where or how far 
off we could not tell ; only we could hear that 
the drops fell into a body of water from the 
dull splashing sound they made. I sugges- 
ted that we should search for a stone, anil test 
the space beyond by rolling it ahead of us. 
Fortunate was it we did so. For a moment 
the stone — it was as large as a pine-apple — 
glided, as it were, over a ledge of ice, and i 
then, after a second or so. we heard it plunge 
into a deep well. I could not for tho instant 
repress a feeling of horror. The depth of the 
water below we could not ascertain ; but 
pushing our lamps, and letting them swing 
by means of a piece of string for some dis- 
tance, a dark, deep chasm mysteriously re- 
vealed itself. 

It is useless to apply potent epithets to give 
a deeper dye to the narrative. The reader 
must imagine the sensations of one standing 
on the slippery verge of an abyss, into which 
he might instantaneously glide down. We 
felt awe stricken, for it was doubtful how we 
should be able to remount the incline, paved 
with tho smoothest ice, whic h we had partial- 
ly descended, and at the Wtom of which 
yawned the watery guif. In turning round 
I our foot might slip, or anything might occur 
to throw us off our balance. However, vol- 
unteering to regain the summit of tho pcril- 
' ous steep, I achieved the task safely, and to 
make assurance doubly sure, I rendered aid 
to Johann. The tapers were still burning in 
' the niches of the rock and pavilions as we 
i left them, and beautiful was thepicture when 
we turned to contemplate the fairy-like illu- 
j mination wo bad created. 
| Whether we had become accustomed to the 
| slippery flooring, or whether wo felt more 
certain of our ground, certain it is that wn 
did not experience the difficulty of reascend- 
ing out of the Sehafloeh we had in descending 
into it. As we arrived at tho extremity of 
the rough, sharp threshold, the last lights 
were flickering far down in the cavern, and 
probably before we gained the entrance, and 
inhaled once more the fresh balmy air of tho 
upper world, had died out, and left kiosk, 
temple, and hall in their primeval gloom.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, The following resolutions, viz 
Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting tho dignity of "the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. He it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved, That General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, bo requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposcof repelling 
the invaders from our soil.

less tlmn forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty -five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three rears, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, utiless sooner discharged. 

§ 1!. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

I) 3. That all volunteer officers, nou-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders;

ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

y 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, 1860 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of 6aid ar- 
ticle of said act. 

v 10. The troops rnised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have Ihe same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

v 11. This act to be of force from its passage- 
Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore the law of the land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this Stato to render obedienco 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act.
